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OFFICIAL BULLETIN NR. 917 FROM ARRL HEADQUARTERS, NEWINGTON, CONNECTICUT, 
October 3, 1963: 


To all radio amateurs BT ARRL today filed with the FCC a request for Iimmedi- 
ate reinstatement of availability of the advanced class license to new appti- 
cants now holding general or conditional licenses for one year or more. The 
League also proposed that voice emission on certain high frequency bands be 
reserved to holders of advanced and amateur extra class licenses on the fol- 
lowing schedule—as effective July 1, 1965, 20 meters; effective July 1, 1966, 
15 and 40 meters; effective July 1, 1967, 75 meters. Complete details will 
appear in November QST AR 
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Phil-Mont, in cooperation with The Franklin Institute, is sponsoring code 
practice sessions every night except Saturday at 2000 hours. This practice 
Is transmitted on 29.626 mc via W3TKQ. Speeds each evening will progress 
from 5 wpm to 25 wpm. This is an excellent chance for the newcomer to get 
some slow speed copying practice, and for the 'phone' boys to improve their 


high speed copying. 
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' The Annual Ten-On-Ten Roundup was held on September 29, with W3RQZ/portable 


as net control station. ''On the air'' time was extended for this event and 
Charlie, W3YJM, operating the net control station, started logging stations 
at 0930 and finished at 1131. A total of 156 stations checked in, bettering 


last year's mark by eight.
